The rest of the floors of both fire and 


police department were made con- 
crete for the reason that -we- fe!t that 
the 
building should be practically 


fireproof, that tlie floors should be as 
sanitary, as sound Jiroof and as ver- 


proof as possible. While we- feel 


that a change in the method of con- 
structing these floors would be a great 
(lefriment to the building, we are 
ready to concede that such a change 
might toe made without too serious an 
impairment. This would include leav- 
ing out the coinmoa Venetian mosaic 
shown In the hall way, public office 
and second floor, corridor of the police 
department. 


lu spite of these omissions and tlie 


change to iWood construction with plas- 
ieared ceilings and maple floors the 
saving would only be ?1GO. 


In addition tu this ttie staircases in 


the police department from the -base- 
ment to the first floor-and from the 
3rst floor to the second floor. Includ- 
ing the partitions now specified .hoi-' 
'ov tila would '»Ue changed to wood 
instruction and the saving- would 
amount to $70.

If we do all-work of -piping the build- 


ing for steam heating but set no radia- 
tors until next fall, we can save,$441. 


If we leave out the electric contract, 


all the gas and electric fixtures and 
also the tripped master switch shown 
in the fire department,
